Legion Americanization commit- 
tee. Thomas Bohan, commander 
of the Post, welcomed the guests 
including a group now preparing 
for appearance before the nexl 
term of naturalization court anc 
several who have become over 2] 
years of age since May 20 last 
year. 


The meeting was opened when 


Past Commander Morton Finch 
called on Leon Carey, sergeant of 
the color guard to advance the 
colors. While this was being done 
Frank M. Sass, a veteran of Worlc 
War I, sounded "Call to Colors" 


the 
bugle. Miss Dorothea 


Groves sang. '.'The Star Spangled 
Banner" and also :ed in the sing- 
ing of "I Am An American" anc 
"God Bless America."

Justice Elsworth Spraki 


Justice Elsworth in addressing 


the men and women who had be- 
come citizens since last year, stat- 
ed that in a neighboring county 
he had on the evening of V-E Day 
presided over his first naturaliza- 
tion term of court and at that time 
he had pointed out what an honor 
and privilege they had in being 
admitted at such an historic hour 
in-the history of what was about 
to become their country—an hour 
which would forever stand forth 
as a symbol to the whole world, 
"not alone of the tremendous 
sources, courage, strenclh and 
power of the 
United States of 


America, but of its humanity, its 
unselfishness, and its willingness 
to sacrifice for mankind and 
its 


fellow men in the true spirit 
ot 


democracy." 


The importance of the day. bc- 
ic observed throughout the land 
bv proclamation of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, he pointed out 
sayinc that at similar receptions 
being held throughout the 
land 


there were assemblages of native- 
Ircrn and naturalized men and 
women upon u-hom the importance 
of citizenship was bcinc impressed 
and the responsibilities of such 
ritizrnship \vas being pointed out 
Importance of such gatherings 
lad been recognized bv Congress i 
hack in 1910 when the third Sun- 
dav in May \vas set apart to be I 
observed as "I 
Dav."

Dutch and English and aid during 
the administration of Governor 
Richard Lovelace.

Justice Elsworth pointed out 


that from now on the newly made 
citizen would have little reason or 
desire to look back upon the life 
which lies behind—the life lived in 
a foreign land and he pointed out 
the greatness in size of the United 
States and the united manner in 
which the 48 states of the United 
States stand and work together. 


"Do you understand the great- 


ness of our government which 
rules, in independence and 
in 


peace. 
"~ " 
states- 
government of the people, by the 
people and for thB people—grant- 
ing and guaranteeing to you Life, 
Liberty and the Pursuit of Happi- 
ness," said the speaker. 


Much to Offer 


"The United States offers you 


so much, both in what it can give 
you and in what you can give 
back in return," said Justice Els- 
worth as he pointed out that in 
attaining citizenship each foreign 
born resident who had now be- 
come a citizen could share equally 
with every citizen "all this country 
has to offer." 


In conclusion Justice Elsworth 


said he could think of no more 
fitting words than those written by 
Stephen Vincent Benct. "I myself 
am a part of Democracy—I myself 
must accept responsibilities. Dem- 
ocracy is not merely a privilege to 
he enjoyed—it is a trust to keep 
and maintain—I am an American. 
I intend to remain an American. 
I will do my best to wipe from 
my heart hate, rancor and poli- 
tical prejudice. I 
will sustain 


my government, 
And through 


good days, or bad. J will try to 
serve my country."

Army Fixes 40 
As Discharge Age 


Enlisted Men May Apply 


for Release if They're 


in That Croup 


Washington, May 21 '/PI—The 


Army today fixed at 40 years the 
age at which enlisted men may 
apply for discharge. 


The Army only last month had 


lowered the discharge age to 42 
years. An estimated 30,000 en- 
listed men in the Army are in the 
40'and 41 year age groups. 


At the same time, the War De- 


partment announced that Wacs 
4U years of age or over who have 
served the required period on ac- 
tive duty will be eligible for dis- 
charge. It estimated that 8,000 en- 
listed Wacs will be eligible under 
this provision. 


The new order provided that in 


the case of men 40 or 41 years of 
age, commanders 
bo per- 


mitted to retain for not more than 
90 days any man for whom a re- 
placement is not available at the 
time he requests discharge. 
1 The War Department said that 
"when the military situation per- 
mits" a further reduction in the 
age limit will be made. 


The department contended that 


further reduction could not 
be 


made at present "without jeopar- 
dizing 
military 
operations 
or 


slowing down the release of com- 
bat veterans who have earned the 
right to discharge 
under 
the 


point system on the basis of long 
and arduous service." 


Through the use of a heavily 


weighted factor for parenthood, 
the point system provides indi- 
rect consideration for age, 
the 


department said, adding that the 
average age of fathers is several 
years above the average for sol- 
diers without children.

in this country or overseas is re- 
quired to make Wacs of 40 years 
or over eligible for discharge.

Many people lately seem to be developing 


enthusiasm for something long promised, but 
only now coming to be regarded as practical 
and near at hand.

This group headed bv Wilhclm Pieck 
the German Communist, and Field Marshal Frie- 
derich von .Paulus mav be able to form a govern- 
ment. But that would be a puppet Russian govern- 
ment No comparable group exists in the United 
States or Great Britain. It may be summarized 
that Germany Is at thc moment as bankrupt in 
personalities* as In economics.

Thc fact is that 
whatever!! left ot thc German people, perhaps 
some 60,000,000. are under foreign rule. Certainly, 
the United States and Great Britain will not want 
to remain In Germany forever.

TUBERCULOSIS TENDENCY 


Before the discovery of X-rays there was always 


the controversy between thc family physician ami 
the lunf specialist as to the best method of treating 
a suspected or suspicious case of tuberculosis; that 
is where no organisms —tubcrculc bacilli — were 
found in the sputum.

He itresscd the fact that thi 
number of evictions arising ou 
of the tale of rented houses Is In 
creasing and that It Is imporian 
for both purchasers and tenant 
to be familiar with their right! 
and obligations In such cases. 


In general, the tenant of i 


house which has been sold sinci 
December 1, 1942, may continui 
to occupy the premises at the es 
tabliihcd rent unless possession 
for his own occupancy is requirec 
by the new owner. Even then the 
tenant will usually have threi 
months to find new quarters, Mr 
Hoag said. 


If the purchaser of a rented 


house wishes to dispossess a ten 
ant and occupy it himself, he mus 
first flic a petition with the Area 
Rent Office for permission to in 
atitutc eviction proceedings in ac- 
cordance with local laws and regu- 
lations. The Area Rent O/fice wil 
notify the tenant that petition has 
been filed. 


."The Rent Office will not give 


a landlord a certificate authorizing 
him to institute eviction proceed- 
ing! unless at least 20 per cent of 
the purchase price of Die dwelling 
hat been paid in cash," Mr. Hoaf 
pointed out. "Further, in any case 
where the Intent of the law has 
been violated by acts or state- 
ments which do not line up with 
the facts, the Area Rent Cilice is 
under a duty to consider all such 
facts." 


If the landlord's petition is 
(ranted, a copy of the form will 
be sent to the tenant, hut this 
doe« not constitute an order to 
move, Mr. Hoag explained. Evic- 
tion is not ordered or authorized 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, but by local authorities un- 
der laws and ordnances. 


After the landlord files the peti- 
tion, a three months' waiting per- 
iod will usually be required he- 
lore eviction proceedings may be 
started, Mr. Hoag pointed out. 


"There arc a few special cir- 
enmitanccs In which tho Area 
Rent Office will permit a new 
owner to proceed to gain occu- 
pancy before the expiration of the 
three months' period," Mr. Hoag 
explained, "but these arc the ex- 
ception! rather than the rule.'
